_ RATES IS WISHED

LONDON — The Employers’ 
Association nas had

Board with reference to the 
recent increase im railway rates. 

Mr. Buxton in reply to a letter from 
the association June 26, said that the 
railway and canal traffic act, 1913, laid 
down certain comditions under? which in- 
creased cost of labor Was to be taken 
as justifying an increase of rates. If 
objection was taken to the increase on 
the ground that it was more than was 
reasonably requiral to meet the in- 
creased cost of labor, it would be poasi- 
ble to deal with tne matter by'a limited 
number of test cases. If, on the other 
hand, a trader was of opinion that the 
proportion of the increase allocated to 
the traffic in which he was interested 
was unreasonable, he could take action 
either by himself or through a respon- 
sible association. 

In reply the association point out 
that, on the understanding that the in- 
crease in wages which resulted from 
recent labor troubles would be goad 
reason for an increase of rates under 
the provisions of the act of 1913, the 
railway companies have made a sweep- 
ing advance in respect of a large pro- 
portion of the traffic. The difference in 
the character and conditions of the traf- 
fic rendered it impossible to deal with 
the matter a of test 
which would involve of 
complexity amd great expense. 

The association consider 
Board of Trade should arrang. a con- 
ference with representatives of the 
traders and the failway companies at 
which the companies would be invited 
to show exactly the amount of the in- 
crease in wages involved and to satisfy 
the conference as to the amount of 
such increase which might reasonably 
be allocated to that part of the traffic 
affected by the proposed increase of 
rates. 

By such means it likely that 
without great difficulty agreement would 
he reached at some figure which would 
represent some percentage, possibly 4 
per cent as claimed by the railway 
companies, possibly something substan- 
tially less as claimed by the traders.

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FASHIONS AND THE HOUSEHOL 


FURNITURE WOODS ABOUT 
WHICH BUYER SHOULD KNOW 


any finish.” Beware of that word finish; 
invariably it means, when afinexed to the 
tame of a furniture wood, that the ar- 
ticle is made of a wood treated to look 
like the wood whose name is used. It 
is worth while to note that the natural 
colors of these woods, as they come from 
the lumber man, are rather thin and 
pale compared with the colors as they 
are known in the finished wood in the 
'form of furniture. Especially mahogany 
is not at all the deep red which is al- 
Ways associated with the name mahog- 
any in the shops. The natural wood has 
a pale pinkish or salmon color. The 
|deep red comes from the stain or treat- 
ment. 

Birch and mahogany grain is alto- 
gether different, and one should be able 
_to detect the one wood from the other 
‘even under a common color of stain, 
jalthough then the task is more difficult. 

Bird’s-eye maple is a freak growth of 
maple, and so scarce that furniture made 
of it always veneered by the large 
manufacturers. It is never imitated, 
such a task being too difficult to make 
it commercially profitable. 


\ HEN a woman goes out to buy 
| furniture, she needs something 
more than merely good taste in furni- 
ture design. She needs a fair under- 
standing of the characteristics of the 
principal furniture woods, of the man- 
ufacturer’s treatment of them, and of 
other points that will aid her in an in- 
telligent selection of just what she 
Wants. 

The woods principally used in present- 
are Circassian walnut, 
bird’s-eye maple, gum, 
and birch, valued jn the order named, 
y writer for the Delineator. Cir- 
cassian walnut seldom comes in solid 
wood, being usually in the nature ol a 
thin veneer, glued to a core of much 
cheaper wood. Blue-gum wood bears a 
rather close resemblance to it, and 
utilized by some manufacturers for Cir- 
cassian walnut, the gum wood being 
sold as “solid walnut.” 

The difference, however, 
apparent on inspection, as the figure of 
the gum is not very much darker than 
the groundwork, while the walnut figure 
‘is quite dark—almost black in places— | 
and its texture has the true cast of the | 
walnut family.

Then it was that the great powers bethought themselves that there 
was still an Ottoman empire east of the Bosphorus. 

It has been said that to an Amurath an Amurath succeeds, and 
that interesting proverb applies to more things than one in the Otto- 
man empire. Europe without a Turkish question would hardly 
feel! herself, and so already the chancelleries are turning their atten- 
tion \to Anatolia instead of Albania, and to Syria instead of Servia. 
The wmatural riches of Asia Minor are understood to be untold. 
Whatya port like Smyrna is capable of becoming in the hands of a 
sower'like Germany, it would be impossible to say. Ephesus might 
regain its old glories, and the argosies, albeit steel ones, might be 
seen once more at Trebizond, whilst the riches of the Lebanon 
might be shipped again from Beirut. The consequence is that the 
somewhat indecent spectacle is being witnessed of the great powers 
pegging out’ their claims, from Sinope to Damascus, and from the 
Dardanellesito the Euphrates. 

Franoe, of course, has always exercised a certain influence and 
demanded a voice in the affairs of Sytia proper. The United 
Kingdom, in possession of Cyprus, has kept watch pretty closely 
over the Euphrates valley and the head of the Persian gulf. In 
jater times, Germany has had much to say, largely through her 
political imfluence which dominated Constantinople in the days of 
Marschall von Bieberstein. But now suddenly the world learns, 
with some astonishment, that Italy has an Asiatic policy, that the 
occupation of Cyrenaica is only a step toward claims on the other 
shore of the Mediterranean, in which the occupation of Rhodes is 
put a link. And so the great powers turn from the Balkans to 
Asia Minor, and the fate of the Sultan's eastern dominions hangs

| was thus made for an interchange of views 
tions with regard to the mechanism, style and 
management of cars, that has had a great 
deal to do with the direction and develop- 
ment of the recreation and the industry. Likewise, these early 
associations were largely instrumental in breaking down the wide- 
spread public prejudice against the automobile that prevailed for a 
considerable time after its introduction. As time passed, the asso- 
cations found that they could exercise a useful moral supervision 
over their membership. Where wild driving was little short of 
general five or six years ago, under the disciplinary influence of the 
automobile associations it soon became exceptional. During this 
muitial period in the history of American motoring, it must also be 
recalled to the credit of the associations, they were of most valuable 
assistance in the framing of local ordinances and state laws gov- 
erning the licensing and operation of the machines. 

Throughout most of this time, however, their field, although 
constantly widening, was mostly local. The use of the car was 
growing with leaps and bounds and the industry was keeping pace 
with it. In 1910 the number of machines in the United States had 
grown to about 500,000; the number registered on May 1, 1911, 
was 780,000. In the year following the output of the factories 


| Oversupply 


amounted to about 250,000. In round numbers there are now in 
the country, in all probability, 1,000,000 cars. This takes account 
of machines abandoned. Aside from those engaged in manufac- 
ture of the cars, to say that 2,500,000 men are either directly or 
indirectly concerned in the welfare of the recreation would be to 
put it very conservatively. 

With such a force to recruit from, it is not difficult to see that 
the motor clubs which have succeeded the original associations are 
granted already an opportunity for achievement in organized effort 
such as has seldom come to any non-political movement. And this 
force is constantly gaining additional strength. There is nothing to 
compare with it in expansive potentiality in the United States today. 
Contrary to the prophecies of economic doctrinaires, the nation con- 
tinues to absorb the product of the tactories, less the usual per- 
centage built for export, and those engaged in the industry are less 
and less disposed to name a time when the supply of motor vehicles 
will exceed the demand. 

The Denver Motor Club, recently noticed in the Monitor, is 
typical of many of the latter-day organizations. It works for the 
improvement of roads. It helps to develop new tourist routes. It 
opens up to inspection sections long hidden from the eye of the 
pleasure-seeker and investor. Standing alone it is an influential 
factor in the life of the city, state and section over which its activ- 
ities extend. And it is but one of many such organizations, which, 
if taken in a federated sense, are capable of exercising greater influ- 
ence than any movement of a civic character—even the grange itself 
—known in the history of this country. It is only necessary that 
the motor clubs shall work together in order that their accomplish- 
ments for good shall equal their opportunities, for they are gather- 
ing, and will gather, to themselves those who are among the most 
active and foremost in all callings and professions.

halls. And the fair-minded referee would have to rule that the 
injunction was sustained. 

Political nomenclature 1s notoriously inaccurate. Party names 
are singularly nondescriptive. Nevertheless, it is to be asked of the 
women organized to resist the delivery of the ballot into their and 
their sisters’ hands that they leave a grandly indefinite term free 
from their copyright and seek one that puts upon them no require- 
ment of a most difficult defense.

Fruit, 
‘ vegetables and fish have been mentioned in 
Distribution || this connection. There appears to be in 
some branches of trade a tacit understanding 
with regard to this method of “bolstering” 
the market. rom the fact that it is applied with more or less 
secrecy as a rule, it may be judged that those who engage in it are 
not particularly proud of the achievement.. A newspaper now states 
it upon the authority of the president of the Housewives League of 
New York city that this course has been openly advised in an organ 
of the grocery trade as a means of cutting down the supply and 
holding up the price of rice. 

The Housewives League is very properly protesting against the 
carrying out of this recommendation Wanton destruction of 
food cannot be excused on any sound commercial or moral 
ground. If there is not a good market for the rice on hand at one 
place or at one price, a market and a price may be found for it else- 
where, In the face of the universal cry for lower cost of living, 
and in the face of the deprivation known to exist in many parts of 
the world, food should not be ruthlessly wasted to meet any com- 
iInercial exigency. ) 

gut if we go back a few vears we shall find the farmers of 
lowa, Nebraska, Kansas and the Dakotas burning ears of corn for 
fuel, or allowing them to decay in the fields, because their crops 
could not be profitably marketed. And no need to go back very far 
in order to find fruit and vegetables ungathered in other parts of 
the West and South, for a similar reason. The cause assigned for 
such conditions is that the markets are oy ersupplied., What is 
meant is that certain of the markets toward which everything gravi- 
tates are overstocked. There is a surplus at a few points, a deficit 
at many points. The supply is ample and enough to go around, 
but it does not get around. 

Oversupply means faulty distribution. It means that with all 
of our boasted advancement we are compelled to resort to inequitable, 
and sometimes to very questionable, means of equalizing prices so 
as to bring the average up to our demands. In doing this, injustice 
is done those remote from the central markets. As, for instance 
in rice, it may be so cheap as to be commercially worthless in New 
York, and it may at the same time be beyond the reach of thousands 
who seek it in other parts of the country. :

ner, active in Republican politics, skilled 
strategist, familiar with his party's position 
before the people; Col. Everett C. Benton with 20,000 signatures on 
his papers and a record to remember as the opponent of Mr. Walker 
for the nomination last year; Mr. Foss as not so shadowy a third, 
are each demanding the Republican nomination which is to be 
decided at the primaries Sept. 23. Of these three one will be chosen 
to represent the party in the contest with the other parties. And 
Governor Foss has said that he will abide by the primary’s result 
and not run as an independent. 

Charles 5. Bird has no opposition for the Progressive party 
nomination, although Mr. Foss at one time declared that he is the 
rightful heir to all that the Progressive party may have to give. 
And for the Democratic party, now represented by Mr. Foss in a 
steptatherly sort of way in'the State House, David I. Walsh stands 
rather ahead of any one, if there really can be said to be any other 
now in the field for the nomination. Mr. Walsh has no practical 
business experience and yet will get much straight Democratic sup- 
port. This will come from an element in sympathy with the per- 
sonal equation, and there will be others for him who are looking for 
office. There are old-line Democrats who will oppose him as not 
a fit all around representative of the party. 

Each political organization is on its mettle. The Republican 
party wants to defeat the Democratic as a rebuke to the national 
administration and would overwhelm the Progressive in order to 
discredit that organization throughout the country; the Progressives 
want to poll a larger vote than the Republicans as a proclamation to 
the country of superiority and the Democratic party leaders. wish 
to win because winning will mean a continuation of possession and 
also as an indorsement of the record so far made by the national 
administration. 

Taken all in all it is a unique political situation, one that may 
not be repeated, especially if Mr. Foss should retire to private life. 
The voter has a choice that in variety may well baffle the man with- 
out strong partizan afhliations. Mr. Gardner will win many fol- 
lowerS at the primaries, and also 1f nominated, because of his well 
known views and as the active representative of a party whose pro- 
gram of public policy has been tried with a measure of success not 
disputed. Mr. Benton is without political experience but is a sin- 
cere, aggressive exponent of Republicanism, and Mr. Foss if nom- 
inated will have a Democratic record to draw upon for support in 
his Republican candidacy; Mr. Bird 1s untried but has a business 
success to back him, and the tenets of the Progressive faith. 
Mr. Walsh is a relic of the purely political personality striving for 
success for party gain for a personal following. 

Parties may not, however, figure in the success of the appeal to 
the voters that will follow the primaries, but that candidate is likely 
to win who is capable of presenting to the electorate of Massachu- 
setts a promise of action having for its basic purpose actual public 
welfare independent of party or personal aggrandizement. 


TuHat Gen. Felix Diaz, special ambassador 
to Japan, would not be received by the 
Mikado at his summer palace was known in 
Mexico City a fortnight ago, according to 
the papers to hand from that capital. It 
could not, therefore, have anything to do Japanese 
with recent developments or be regarded, as tanh 

seems to be the inclination of the American Mission 
press, aS a deliberate snub expressing amnoy- jt | 
ance with recent happenings in Mexico City. ares 
According to information obtained by one of the leading Mexican 
papers at the Japanese legation, tor the purpose of ascertaining 
whether General Diaz could be expected back by election time, it 
would be wholly against etiquette for the Mikado to receive him at 
his summer residence, where nobody with the exception of the cab- 
inet ministers has ever had access, at least not in the last fifty vears. 
The new Japanese minister in Mexico, Mineichiro Adachi, himself 
had to torego the honor ot an audience before sailing. The middle 
of October, it was said at the Japanese legation, was the earliest date 
on which Gen. Felix Diaz could expect to present his credentials and 
the thanks of the Mexican nation for Japan's participation in the 
centennial festivities. In these circumstances it would be impos- 
sible for the general to be back home in time for the elections of 
Oct. 26, in which he will figure as a candidate for the presidency. 

This is not, of course, the question from the international view- 
point, but it appears to afford an explanation for the reported decision 
of the special ambassador to journey to Japan via New York, Paris 
and St. Petersburg. The advantage to him of being within easy 
reach of a Mexican port, for several weeks to come, 1s obvious. 
Obvious also is the fact that he thinks a great deal more of his presi- 
dential possibilities, such as they are, than the possibilities of his 
fapanese mission. The point of etiquette at the Japanese court 
brought out, so far from being detrimental to the general's prestige, 
may turn out to be instrumental in keeping him in that close touch 
with Mexican politics which his politieal opponents had intended 
he should lose in a temporary or permanent exile. 

If the special mission werg again postponed it would scarcely 
niake anv difference as a matter of world-politics. Both nations 
now by this time where their interests touch and where not, and 
when remarks on the subject are pertinent and when not. It is 
conceivable that a formal alliance between them would be immeas- 
urably less potent than a tacit, intangible, instinctive recognition of 
community of interests which must mevitably perplex and nonplus 
an opponent strongly representative of the white race. Under such 
conditions nothing that happens on the surface can possibly afford 
a criterion and Gen. Felix Diaz mission to Japan is very much on 
the surface.
